"TO LET" OR "FOR SA LE. " 



A faint iilea of the deplorable state 
of things at San Francisco— the beau- 
tiful city by the sea — may be gathered 
from the following extract which wo 
make from a late paper:— To an ob- 
server, wandering about tho various 
streets of San Francisco, the multitu- 
dinous changes upon these most mono- 
tonous empty house notices will at once 
enlighten him to the existence of the 
very self-evident fact that nearly half 
of the city is cither for sale or to let. 
In very truth, this Queen City of the 
Pacific Coast contains about twice as 
many houses as she has people to oc- 
cupy them ; and -whole blocks, not only 
on the outskirts and in the sand dunes, 
butevenon Dupontand Kearny streets, 
stare the prevailing deadness of real 
estate values in the face, and mutely 
express the doleful fact. The last cen- 
aus gives the information that the pop- 
ulation of our eifcy is on the deereaso, 
yet tho loss of the three or four thou- 
sand therein noticed is not of enough 
importance to have caused tho existing 
depression. The fundamental cause 
lies deeper. The peoplo at large are 
economizing and retrenching in every 
way, their actual necessities requiring 
such a course. The all-absorbing fnct 
is apparent everywhere that "hard 
times" are upon us, and those of neces- 
sity have to be met by a corresponding 
retrenchment in the modes of life of 
our people. Many of those who have 
lived in elegant mansions have to be 
content with others of more modest 
dimensions ; tho palaces in many cases 
are turned into boarding houses, and 
the guests of these leave their comfor- 
table homes empty upon the landlord's 
hands because they can live more rea- 
sonably in apartments. The spacious 
hotels of the city are but partially till- 
ocl, and altogether everybody feels the 
existing condition of things to a great- 
er or a less degree, except, perchance, 
the very wealthy, and they are agitat- 
ing the' problem whether to emigrate 
to New York or Europe during these 
evil days of universal stagnation." 

THE EXTRA OR DIN A R Y Oil A RG E 
OF LIBEL. 

It will be seen on reference to the 
local columns that the editor of The 
Colonist has been committed to stand 
his trial on a charge of libelling Eli 
Harrison, jr., some seven or eight 
weeks ago. The committing Magis- 
trate remarked that the case was 
"trivial" and was sorry he had no 
alternative but to send it up. He also 
expressed regret that the country 
would be put to considerable expense 
by the trial of a case from which no 
possible good could result to any one. 
The defendant briefly addressed the 
Court, declaring that he had always 
maintained a good personal understand- 
ing with the plaintiff and bore him no 
ill will, even now; but he could not 
and would not surrender the right he 
claimed for the Press of the Province 
to criticise the acts of an official, and 
contended that the article was not a 
libel. With these remarks tho matter 
must rest until the case shall come be- 
fore a higher tribunal, where an oppor- 
tunity will be afforded for a full hear- 
ing of the case, which will test and de- 
termine the prerogatives of tho Press.

A FATAL THUNDER-BOLT. 

Killing of Four Porsons by a Stroke 
of Lightning 1 . 

Sunday afternoon, about half-past 7 
o'clock, two of Mr. Le Suer's children, 
aged G and 5, came walking into town, 
bringing the startling news that their 
father, mother, two little sisters, a lit- 
tle girl of William Dricken's, of Foun- 
tain, D.T., and Will Date had all been 
killed by "the wind hitting them." The 
alarm was soon given, and immediately 
men on foot and with teams started out 
in search, previously knowing that the 
family were on their way homeward 
from William Paddock's, living ten or 
twelve miles north of town. A severe 
rainstorm, accompanied by terrific peals 
of thunder and vivid Hashes of light- 
ning had passed over town from the 
north during the latter part of tho 
afternoon, and it was apparent to all 
that they had been struck by lightning. 
There are two well-traveled roads lead 
ing into town, in one of which they 
were expected to be found. One party, 
Mr. Mosier and Mr. Henretty, after 
driving about two miles and a half from 
town, stopped to make inquiries at Mrs. 
Nubson's house, where they were in- 
formed that a " whole wagon-load of 
the dead had just been sent to I'anby 
by Andrew Erickson." At this house 
was one of the ill-fated number, Will 
Date, who, after lying for some time 
in an unconscious state by the road- 
side, scrambled three quarters of a mile 
to his house and gave the alarm. The 
light wagon containing the bodies of 
Mrs. LeSuer, her two-year-old child and 
tlte body of Rosa Dricken was found 
south of the creek, near this house, 
and brought into town about 10 o'clock. 
The appearance of the corpses was 
ghastly indeed, all occupying a sitting 
posture on the seat on which they were 
sitting when they received the death- 
dealing shock. 

In the meantime, knowing that all 
the family had not been found, Mr. 
Mosier and Mr. Henretty proceeded to 
the creek where the light wagon had 
been found, and while there heard the 
cries of a child, and soon after the 
groans of some one in terrible agony; 
going in the direction of these sounds 
they found Mr. Lo Suer lying on his 
face about two or three feet from the 
side of the road. While these gentle- 
men were taking Mr. Le Sour to the 
house, another party arrived at the 
house, and then they all returned to 
the creek and hearing the cries of the 
child some distance from the road, pro- 
ceeded thence, finding the little three- 
year-old boy of Mr. Lo Seur lying in 
grass. What could have been the feel- 
ings of that little one alone upon the 
cold, wet prairie under the circumstan- 
ces, with hardly a moonbeam to dispel 
the total darkness, can be better imagin- 
ed than described. 

While this party were taking care 
of the little one a third party had 
started out on the other road, hud made 
the circuit, and from an opposite 
direction from that the other two 
parties had arrived, they found Mr. 
Le Suer's dog dead in the road about a 
quarter of a mile north of the creek 
where the bodies had previously been 
found, and fifteen feet further on from 
where tho dog lay they found the life- 
less form of the infant girl about two 
feet from the roadside, probably hav 
ing been thrown there when its mother 
was struck. 

As has been previously stated, the 
light wagon containing the corpses was 
found on the south side of the creek, 
at which place one of the horses was 
found dead fully a quarter of a mile 
from where the infant and dog lay. It 
is the general supposition, and it seems 
plausible, that one of the horses had re 
ceived part of the bolt and ran thus 
far before life became extinct. 

At the time of the casualty, as has 
subsequently ascertained, Mr. Le Suer 
1 was on the right side of the front seat 
I driving, and Will Date was sitting at 
his left, with the three little boys that 
: escaped uninjured sitting in front of 
j them under tho buffalo robe. Mrs. Lo 
Suer was sitting on the right side of 
second seat holding her infant child on 
her la]) and carrying over her left 
shoulder a metallic-pointed sun-shade. 
\ Immediately at her left sat her two- 
! year-old girl Mabel. At the end of 
! the seat Rosa Dricking was sitting. It 
is evident from the appearance of the 
corpse that Mrs. Le Suer received the 
greatest part of the shock. The sun- 
shade she used that day had steel ribs 
covered with silk, and it, is thought by 
many that the electric fluid passed 
down these ribs, striking Mr. Date 
first on his right shoulder, and so on 
to the seat, partly melting the iron 
bolt and then down to the ground 
across the axle of the wagon. — C'anby, 
Minn., New*.

THE EXTRAORDINARY CHAKOK OF LIBKL. 

David W, Higgins, editor and owner of 
The Colonist, summoned by Eli Harrison, 
jr., and charged with having published in 
the said paper a defamatory and malicious 
libel concerning the said Eli Harrison, jr. 

The resumption of the hearing of this 
extraordinary ca°.e was fixed for 1 p.m. 
and the defendant and his counsel were 
in attendance at that hour. At 2 p.m. 
tho plaintiff had neither appeared in per- 
son nor by his counaol and His Honor 
directed a constable to notify tho plaintiff 
that the Court awaited his appearance. 

At 2:10 p.m. the plaintiff, accompanied 
by his counsel, Mr. A. R. Robertson, 
Q.C., entered tho Court. 

The plaintiff at once rose to address tho 
Court and stated that before tho charge 
was proceoded with he wished to diroct 
the attention of His Honor to the fact 
that whilst the case was pending the de- 
fendant had writton certain articles com- 
menting thereon. 

Mr. Drake said tho course the plaintiff 
was pursuing was a most unusual one. 
He observed that ho was represented by 
an ominent barrister who was sitting at 
hiB side and if ho (the plaintiff) had had a 
little more "experience" he would have 
known bettor and permitted his counsel 
to conduct the prosecution. 

His Honor remarked that hu had known 
the plaintiff from a child and had observ- 
ed with pleasure the manner in which ho 
had conductod himself. It appeared, 
however, to His Honor that a young man, 
such as tho plaintiff, ought to bo satisfied 
with the steps lie had taken to sot him- 
self right boforo the public. 

The plaintiff— 1 am in tho position of 
the party attacked and must vindicate 
myself. 

His Honor— I really think you have 
done as much as any young man ought to 
do. 

The plaintiff— As much as any man- 
no matter about his age. 

His Honor— I have already stated that 
I have known you since you were a child 
and I think that you have vindicated 
yourself. 

The plaintiff— -I am a professional man 
and a practitioner in this Court and I 
claim the right to address you. 

His Honor— I don't approve of the 
course you are taking at all. You can 
address me at the proper time on this 
subject and you have your counsel beside 
you to advise you. 

The plaintiff I claim a right to state 
that 

His Honor- I don't know that I have 
any right to listen to you now. If you 
want to go on with the charge put a wit- 
ness in tho box and proceed. 

The plaintiff — I want to show you I hat 
improper comments have been made in 
the press on the charge against the de- 
fendant before the case was completed. I 
submit that this was a contempt of court 
and you ought to vindicate the court. 

Mr. Drake said that he observed a very 
eminent counsel at tho side of tho plaintiff 
and it was strange that ho was silent and 
did not think it wiao to defend tho posi- 
tion taken by his client. Perhaps he was 
ashamed to do so (laughter.) 

The plaintiff— Now, your Honor is that 
right? (laughter.) Is that tho kind of re- 
mark a counsel should bo allowed to mako I 

His Honor said he could not listen to 
the plaintiff concerning the point ho had 
raised now. His Honor was there for a 
spocific purpose— to hear the evidonco in 
the charge against David W. Higgins and 
there was nothing else properly boforo tho 
Court. Tho Court was prepared to go on 
with the case. 

Mr. Robertson — And so am I prepared 
to go on with tho case; but I must state 
that the defendant has not only declined 
to act upon the suggestion of your Honor, 
to state that the article complained off 
was written under a misapprehension of 
facts— but he has published a subsequent 
article clearly demonstrating the animus 
in the matter. I submit that my client 
has a right, being a practitioner in this 
Court, to draw the attention of your 
Honor to tho fact that whilst tho present 
case was sub judice improper comments 
were made in the preas thereon. 

The learned counsel then proceeded to 
quote the Tichborne case and slated that 
the Judges had taken action in reapoct to 
articles commenting on tho merits there- 
of of their own accord. _ Ho asked His 
Honor to givo his expression in tho pre- 
sent matter so that tlie publication of fu- 



ture Improper articles might be prevented. 

His Honor said that if the case were to 
be sent to a higher court tho subsequent 
articles might be considered an aggrava- 
tion. In his opinion tho first article had 
been writton under a misapprehension and 
that tho ovidence given by Mr. Justico 
Gray fully exculpated the complainant 
who was acting for the Attorney-General 
at Clinton. His Honor romarked that tho 
young man, being desirous of rising, had 
deemed it his duty to sot himself right be- 
fore tho public and that ho had done so. 
What moro did ho desiro 1 

Mr. Drake said that no libel had been 
committed. Tho comments in tho article 
were simply comments on a public man 
in the discharge of his oflicial duties. 

Mr. Higgins hero rose to speak. He 
submitted to His Honor that as the 
plaintiff had boon permitted t» ex- 
plain himself, he also was entitled to do 
so. He would state that ever since tho 
plaintiff had come boforo the public he 
had taken him by tho hand and had on 
sovoral occasions written noticos of him 
in Thu Coloni.it calculated to pave his way 
to success. No young man could have 
received more kindness at his hands in 
liiH position as a journalist than the plain- 
tiff. Even on the occasion of his appoint- 
ment to the position he now held ho had 
spoken in kindly terms of him. 

His Honor said that ho was afraid ho 
could not hear the defendant at present. 

Mr. Higgins stated that he bore no ill- 
feeling whatever towards the plaintiff, 
but he was not going to admit that tho 
young man was a man of large experience 
when he believed that such was not the 
case. 

Mr. Robertson said tho statement of 
the defendant afforded his client no satis- 
faction. A libel, ho contended, had been 
made on him and it would remain on re- 
cord. 

Mr. Higgins -You never gave mo an 
opportunity to explain ; you sorved me 
with a summons without suggesting an 
apology. There is a principle involved in 
this case which cannot bo surrendered 
without injury to the public interests. 

Mr. Robertson continued to quote from 
Lord Ellenboroiigh and Archbold's Crim- 
inal Practice in support of his position to 
show that subsequent articles might be 
put in ovideneo as an aggravation of the 
original offence. 

Tho Magistrate having carefully exam- 
ined the depositions said that lie thought 
it was his duty to send the case to a high- 
er Court, because the article to a certain 
extont was libellous, although the case 
was trivial, in his opinion. Besides, Mr. 
Higgins had said that ho had no intention 
of doing Mr. Harrison any harm and had 
expressed a high opinion of him person- 
ally. In addition, -Mr. Harrison had suc-

Mr. Drake objected and contended that 
articles written subsequent to the libel 
could not be put in evidence boforo this 
court. Ho could not put in articlos 
buttering up Mr. Harrison in palliation of 
the offence alleged, neither could articles 
derogatory to him be put in. 

The Magistrate ruled that the articles 
could not bo put in and bound the defen- 
dant over in tho sum of §2,000 to appear 
at tho higher court.

The Imperial Guarantee for tno Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway Doclinod. 

Loxdox, Aug. 20. 

Tho Colonial Secretary has not found 
it advisable to recommend a guaranteo for 
tho Canadian Pacific Railway extension 
desired by Sir John Macdonald, but the 
Imperial support may bo given to the pro- 
posed extension in another form. 

Part of the scheme laid before Sir Mi- 
chael Hicks-Beach suggested the appoint- 
ment of an Imperial Commissioner to act 
in conjunction w ith the Dominion Coin- 
mission to havo chargo of lands hypothe- 
cated for tho construction of tho railway. 

Tho Canadian representatives now horo 
have impressed upon the Government the 
importance of having an Imperial Com- 
missioner co-operating with the Dominion 
Commission. 

The amount of money required to com- 
plete tho lino along tho shore of Lake Su- 
perior to Thunder Bay, and thence to 
Red River, is estimated at 818,000,000. 

Without the Imperial guaeantec a now 
loan may bo obtained by tho Canadian 
Government to complete the lino, but it 
would add to tho strength of the financial 
position if an Imperial Commissioner took 
part in the administration of the lands or 
revenues upon which the loan may be 
based. 

The scheme has been represented as a 
great emigration scheme, in which tho 
Mothor Country is chiefly interested. 

Under those circumstances the Canadian 
Ministers have asked for the appointment 
of an Imperial Commissioner, whether tho 
Government approve or continue to re- 
fuse the guarantee. — Globe.

AFRICA. 

London, Sept. .'1. — A dispatch from 
Capetown, Aug. 18, says Amrakazo, 
King Cetewayo's new kraal, was burn- 
ed on the 13th. British cavalry the 
same night started in pursuit of Cete- 
wayo and at 7 o'clock on tho morning 
of the loth arrived at the kraal where 
he had passed the previous night, but 
ascertained ho had fled to tho bush 
early in the morning. Lord Stafford, 
with a party of mounted natives, were, 
according to latest advices, continuing 
the pursuit. Sir Garnet "Wolseley tele- 
graphs that C'etewayo has only two or 
three followers with him. His prime 
minister, two of his sons and three of 
his best leaders have surrendered with 
GOO head of royal cattle. Arms and 
cattle are being rapidly surrendered 
daily. Colonial forces and natives ad- 
vanced from Luneburg on the 12th 
inst. Olinm's men are joining them 
and the whole force is expected to bo 
opposed on Assegai river. Genl. Wols- 
eley has countermanded his orders for 
tho advance of the Swasies as C'etewayo 
is known not to be in their direction. 
Genl. Wolseley is expected at Pretoria 
on the 12th Sept.

MtTlTICIPAL BTLA-vT. 

A Bijlaio to prohibit the erection of Wooden 
Buildings within certain Fire Limit* 
within the City of Victoria : 

1. That such part of tnc City bounded 
• >n the North by Johnson street, on the 
South by rc-rt s!vret ; on the Enst by 
Broad street and on tlie West by the 
Water Frontage be hereby declared with- 
in the Fire Limits of the City of Victoria. 
The centro of Johnson to centre of Foil 
from centre of Broad shall bo limits re- 
ferred to above. 

2. All Buildings hereafter erected with- 
in the Fire Limits shall have their outside 
Walls trad party Walls made of Brick, 
Stone or other incombustible material and 
such outside Walls .shall extend four feet 
above Wall Plate of Boof, and part}- Walls 
shall also extend to same height ubove 
Wall Plate of Roof. Roofs shall be cov- 
ered with such material as w ill afford pro- 
tection against Fire and tho Walls shall 
lie so constructed as to separate all Wood 
Work thoroughly and completely of the 
interior and exterior of such Building 
from all and overy part of tho interior and 
exterior of any adjoining Building. If 
tho apex of Hoof should exceed tho hoight 
■ if Fire Walls, then the Roof must he 
covered with such material as will afford 
protection against Fire. In the case of 
Cables the Walls are to ho carried up to 
the full height of the Apex uf said Roof. 
The term Building, as applied in this 
Section, shall not include Privies or 
Sheds fur storage of Coal, Wood or Wharf 
Sheds. 

:!. All Repairs to Buildings constructed 
of brick, stone, or other incombustible 
materials, shall bo made to conform to 
(his Ordinance. 

4 The Wooden Building within the 
saiil Fire Limits shall lift be altered or 
changed without the written permission of 
tho Chief Engineer of (he Victoria Fire 
Department, approved by a majority of 
(lie Fire Wardens, which permit shall 
specify fully the alterations or changes re- 
quired, ami no such permit shall be given 
if any increase will be made by the pro- 
posed change or alteration in the size of 
any Wooden Building within the said 
Limits, or if such repairs or alterations 
will increase the valuo of such building 
more titan Twenty-five per cent. Tho ap- 
plications therefor and a copy of each of 
such permits shall lie kept on file in the 
ollice of the City Clerk. 

ii. No Building within the said Fire 
Limits shall be removed except to a por- 
tion uf the same lot on which it stands or 
to a point outside the Fire Limits. 

G. Whenever any building shall be by 
any means so much injured as to be, in 
the judgment of the Chief Engineer and 
a majority of the Fire Wardens, a dan- 
gerous nuisance, or when any Wooden 
Building within the said Fire Limits shall, 
in the judgment of the Chief Engineer 
and a majority of the Fire Wardens, be 
damaged by fire to the extent of one-half 
or more of its actual value, the Chief En- 
gineer shall cause to be served upon the 
owner or person having control thereof a 
notice requiring such person to romove 
the same forthwith, and the person re- 
ceiving such notice shall within ten days 
after receiving the same comply with the 
requirements thereof . 

7. One Story Building* — Foundations 
to be notless than eighteen inches in thick- 
ness and not less than eighteen inches 
in tho hard clay or gravel, as the case may 
be. brick walls to be not less than twelve 
inches thick. Two Story Buildings— 
Foundations to be not less than twenty- 
two inches thick and not less than eigh- 
teen inches in the hard clay or gravel, as 
the case may be. Erich 'Walls— Ground 
tloor to be not less than seventeen inches 
thick; first floor no! le.-vs than twelve 
inche s thick. 

8. Any per.-idi or persons violating any 
of the provisions of this Bylaw shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
(di conviction thereof before the Police 
Cuiin shall he punished by a fine of not 
less than ten or more than one hundred 
dollars, and each day of maintaining or 
continuing such violation shall be deemed 
a new offence and punished accordingly. 

0. The Chief Engineer of tho Victoria 
Fire Department and tho Fire Wardens 
are required to see that the provisions of 
this Bylaw are enforced and to mako com- 
plaints in the Police Court for violation 
thereof. 

10. This Bylaw may bo cited for all 
purposes as "' The Bylaw for Prohibiting 
the Erection of Wooden Buildings, 187!'. ' 
Passed the Municipal Council this 
Sixteenth day of duly, One Thou- 
sand Eight Hundred and Seventy- 
nine.
